Tito Blrartgi} confJlcti on Bcpnrate con- 
tinents nro guaranteed to provide puz- 
zlcs; In the African ConRo, United Na- 
tions forcca, the forces of freedom, hnve 
foiiRlit and defeated Katangan troopa be- 
cause a acgment of tlio new nation did 
not want to go alonp with the designated 
government.

But stran2er-fltili,,Indfa has sent 
arnrcd-forcefl to capture territory ruled 
hy Portugal for four and one-half cen- 
turies. Here is the picture of the Indians, 
lonfr-timo advocates of non-violence, re- 
sorting to armed confiict. The troop 
action is even more strange because com- 
muni.tts from the north have becn.enr 
croaching on Indian territory. India's 
Jea'ders felt It necessary to warn — with- 
out Violence— a few weeks ago that India 
would fight if the reds didn't stop itl 

Almost anything could have dov(»lopod 
In tho confused conditions that accom- 
panied the birth of new nations in tho 
Congo. One of tho strange aspects was 
Belgium and Britain supporting Katanga, 
'while Katanga President Molae Tshombo 
Tvas making communist-type statemonta. 
Tho fighting. .t,ejids to emphasize all over 
again that few ificw nations are created 
or developed without some sort of stnie. 

The, warfare In India has a different 
complexion. Portugal haa had control of 
tho areas, which nro essentially trade, 
centers, since tho days when Portuietal 
was one of tho world's giants in trade cir- 
cles. Tho "enclaves," as the concessions 
ore called, cover an area of 1,537 square 
miles, somewhat less than tho area ol? 
•iSvin Falls county, yet the three con- 
cerned in the 'present conflict have a 
population of about 6130,000, roughly the 
aamo us Idaho. ~ 

From the Indian point of view, the en- 
claves undoubtedly 'havo ■ been a»thoni, 
yet for quite a few years, India ma been 
contending that any problem cgiu\d bo 
solved by a non-ylol(int method. 

India and Portugal have been exchang- 
ing words on the enclaves for several 
ycBrfl, but Portugal .Jrnsn't we]com?a.the 
Idea of giving up a'Vlch trade nrea.'Which 
boasts of some 200 manganeao mines, 
jiiB t fnf PTtn inple,_^ch ang'eB reac hed a 
point as farbackasl^BB that saw InUiatf 
demonatrators agitating for nn end to 
tho enclaves ai\d return of controls to 
India, The Portuguese ejected tho 1955 
demonstrators and India broke off rela- 

- tions with Portugal. 
- Even though United Nation Interven- 
tion has been aslccd in the Indian trouble, 
it's quite liitely that India will bo in tho 
position of having accomplished occupa- 
tion of the territory an'd aslcing, 'IWhat 
do you intend to'do about-it?" 

Another strange asi>ect Is. that U. N. 
action was aslced^by tho 'United- States, 
which mora or less follows U. S, policy, 
but Russia- supports tho Indian action 
and communists have been nibbling away 
at the northern portions of India. 

If the sort of trend in conflicts is con- 
tinued, it wouldn't be too surprising to
